NEW YORK, Oct, 3.—The North 


and rain storm which battered it from 
Maine to the Delaware Capes. Three 
deaths in New Jersey and one in

QUALITY WHEAT 


Chemists in the employ of the board 
of grain commissioners tell us that wheat 
of the present season’s crop contains 19 
per cent of protein, against 16 per cent, in 
the grain of last year, That represents 
a gain of nearly one-fifth in the element 
which gives baking quality to flour. 

A further point to the good is that the 
protein content remains constant in the 
lower grades of at least Alberta and Sas- 
katehewan wheat, though it falls oft in 
the lower grades of the Manitoba grain. 
That tends to narrow the margin of dif- 
ference between the intrinsic worth of 
high grade and low grade Alberta wheat. 

This official declaration of the su- 
perior quality of this year’s wheat should 
have some practical effect in strengthen- 
ing the price. The chemists know where- 
of they speak, and their finding cannot be 
without influence in helping to fix the 
the mainet value, as it tells the grower 
what he has to sell and the buyer what he 
can get for his money. 

Western wheat is recognized as being 
the finest in the world, and frequently 
draws a premium in the market on that 
account, That its superiority is maintain- 
ed this year must give it a preference with 
millers abroad, while it will enable Cana- 
dian mills to send flour into foreign mar- 
kets with which their rivals can 
hardly compete. That should react to 
stimulate the market value of the grain. 
CONCENTRATE ON BRANCH LINES 

President Beatty has stated in very 
plain terms the view which the manage- 
ments of the two transcontinental rail- 
ways take as to the immediate require- 
ments of the Peace River district. 

This view is that the first and pressing 
need of the territory is the construction 
of branch lines which will put railway 
facilities within reasonable reach of the 
settlers who are now located in the coun- 
try and will open up presently inaccessible 
sections for occupancy and cultivation. 

This is in sharp contrast to the demand 
for the immediate building of a direct 
railway from Peace River through the 
mountains to give easier access to the 
Pacific ports. That it will meet with the 
approval of those who hold the latter to 
be the all-important consideration is not 
to be supposed, The Vancouver Sun has 
made that point quite plain, 

Ultimately the two policies amount to 
the same thing. A direct outlet would be 
of little use to the Peace River people with- 
out a network of branch lines which would 
permit development and put the outlet 
within reach of the existing settlements. 
And when the country is sufficiently set- 
tled and developed a direct outlet will 
come in the normal course of things. The 
question at issue is which should be built 
first, the outlet or the branch lines. 

The railway managements have the 
advantage of the judgment of trained 
engineers and experts, They have also 


the advantage that while it is practicable | 


to proceed with a program of branch line 
construction it is by no means assured 
that it would be practicable to proceed at 
once with the construction of a line 
through the mountains which would in 
itself be necessarily an “outlet” rather 
than a development road. 

If the directors of the Canadian 
Pacific think the direct outlet is a pre- 
mature project, that ends the argument. 
They do not have to build it. And the 
parliament of Canada is not at all likely 
to rush in where the C.P.R. directors fear 
to tread and insist upon the immediate 
construction of the outlet as a Canadian

“He secon became the associate of 
Palermo.” 


Thomas Carlyle called Count Ales- 
sandro Cagliostro the King of Liars 
and thought him an even greater pre- 
varicator than Baron Munchausen, 

Munchausen, he said, was only “a 
Nar from teeth onwards”; but Caglios- 
tro lied In thought, word, and ac! 
and, so to speak, lived whdlly in an 
element of lying’. . . That ts, Mun- 
chausen Hed for fun, Cagllostro to gain 
vast material. successes. 

Cagliostro, living from 1743 to 1795 
Was one of the most celebrated men ol 
his dey and a figure so mysterious, so 
bizarre, that in his prime he was re- 
garded with peculiar awe in every} 
country of Europe, not merely by the 
common horde, but by those whose 
advantages in life should huve taught 
them better, 

By clever lying and intriguing he 
succeeded in having himself credited 
with more than human powers. He was 
even feared, for he spread abroad the | 
impression that he was the head of ar 
invisible new system of free masonry 
which penetrated all countries and al- 
lied all nationalities. 

Cagliostro began life merely as Jo-| 
seph Balsamo, son of Pietro Balsamo, | 
a shopkeeper of Palermo in Sicily. 

Even as a little child he spoke the 
truth only when it was to h's advan- 


ge. 

His father died and at 13 he was} 
placed in a convent, wher he was given 
the care of the apothecary. Thus he 
gained some knowledge of medicine | 
and chemistry and laid the fourdation | 
for his tuture career, 

He did not care for convent | fe and 
soon fled from it to become the as 
sociate of all the swindlers and xamb- 
lers,of Palermo, He learned to coun- | 
terfeit handwriting, to tell fortun:s|

From Palermo he went to Greece 
Egypt, Arabia, Persia, Rhodes and 
Me'ta. In Rhodes he took lessons in 
alchemy and its kindred sources from 
Althotas, a Greek, Having heard that 
the grand master of the Knights of 
Malta was interested in alchemy, he | 
presented himself to that individual as 
the Count Alessandro Cagliostro and

More than 2,000,000 pounds of fine 
lake trout from Lake Athabasca were 
sent south this summer, most of it 
to the big cities in the middle weat, 
where it brought good prices accord~ 
ing to R, T, Roda, Dominion inspector 
of fisheries for Alberta 

The actual total of trout taken in 
nels was 2,223,478 pounds, while 
262,759 pounds of white fleh and 4,062 
pounds of pickerel were leo taken 

One hundred and seven fishermen 
are employed at the lake, either by 
the two Edmonton companies oper- 
ating there, or independent fisher- 
men, most of whom are “natives,”
